The news this week that the recreation centre 
has had new life breathed into it as the result of firm 
support by the town council — evidenced by a grant 
of $5,000 a year — should be good news to all those 
thinking people who realize that such a civic centre 
is a necessity in a town that is the centre of such a 
large and prosperous area as the County of Vulcan. 

Even those opposed to such a centre will freely 
admit that our present facilities for large banquets 
and like events are inadequate and that the Scout 
movement (which is planning to develop part of the 
basement space in the proposed centre) is in dire 
need of better facilities if it is to continue in our 
community as a very worthwhile part of our children’s 
lives. 

Part, at least, of the opposition came from those 
residents who think that the artificial ice arena 
should be built first, ahead of anything else. They 
believe this to be the greatest need — ahead of ban¬ 
quet or meeting facilities or clubrooms. 

The recreation committee’s thinking is now along 
the lines of a sustained fund raising effort that would 
allow the entire building, including the ice arena, to 
be completed in one stage, instead of a two- or three- 
year building program as originally planned. This 
should gain the support of those “arena first’’ people 
who actively opposed the project in its original form 
or, at best, were lukewarm to the idea. 

The whole-hearted support of the great majority 
of residents of the community is needed and should 
be forthcoming to make this project a reality. The 
need exists; the recreation centfe will fill this need. 
Your support will make it possible.

A quick review of the year 1965 indicates that 
it has been what can be termed a “good year” for 
the entire country.

Wheat quotas have been low throughout 
the county since harvest but can be expected to 
improve in the new year. In the town of Vulcan 
there has been steady progress, as is evidenced by 
the establishment of five new businesses during the 
year and the construction of several new residences.

—Mr. Patching , dated that because 
crop yields this season are well in 
excess of the long-term average in 
most parts of the province, it was 
to be expected that payments 
under the program would be rela¬ 
tively light. Moreover, there was 
considerably less than normal hail 
damage in the three test areas. 

Nevertheless, inspections were 
made on nearly 200 farms and 
about one in 12 insured farmers 
had claims on which payments 
were made. Excess moisture, 
drought, hail, frost, rust or bad

Young Lomond Jockey Wins First Race 


The headline reads "Bug Boy 
Scores at Sandown Park . . . For 
Howg, All The Clouds Had A Sil¬ 
ver Lining”. Described in the fol¬ 
lowing story in the sports section 
of a Vancouver daily was the 
maiden victory of apprentice 
jockey Bobby Howg, of Lomond, 
Alta, who rode his first winner 
during the fall meet at Vancou¬ 
ver’s Sandown Park. 

Son of Mr. and Mrs. Floyd 
Howg, Bobby was brought up and 
educated at Lomond, headed for 
B.C. on March 21 of this year and 
hasn’t been home since. 

As a youngster Bobby started 
out on Shetland ponies at Lomond 
and had ridden at Enchant and 
Milo while living at the farm. An¬ 
other big thrill at the Vancouver 
fall meet was a chance to talk to 
veteran millionaire jockey Johnny 
Longden and pose with him for 
a photo in the Toronto Star 
Weekly. 

The Vancouver newspaper article 
continues; 

He was so excited he forgot to 
salute the stewards before dis¬ 
mounting in the winner’s circle. 

He ordered two pictures of him¬ 
self aboard Big Clint, changed his 
mind and said to publicist-photo¬ 
grapher Harry Filino, "make it 
four.” 

He forgot to duck coming into 
the jockeys’ room and caught a 
bucket of ice water s-p-l-a-a-t in 
the face. 

This was Robert Howg, 18, of 
Lomond, Alta., (Pop. 244). 


The weather was damp overhead 
and below foot at Sandown Park 
Monday. But for Bobby Howg all 
the clouds had a silver lining. 

Bobby Howg hadn’t ridden a 
thoroughbred at a recognized track 
until Sandown. Out of the money 
on his first three, he climbed aboard 
Big Clint in the fifth and in a huf- 
fin’-puffin finish hung it on Jimmy 
Broomfield (Lovely Story) and 
leading rider Gene Salas (power 
Tip) at the tape. 

The youngster perches precari¬ 
ously high cn a horse and he 
hasn’t learned what a whip is for 
but he still got the job done. 

Such was his rapture he com¬ 
pletely forgot to salute the stew¬ 
ards with his baton after the race, 
hurriedly made the gesture upon 
'being reminded by his valet. 

Floating back to the room on 
cloud nine, he failed to notice fel¬ 
low apprentice Jimmy Marsh lurk¬ 
ing in the doorway with a pail of 
freezing water, the customary ini¬ 
tiation for a bug boy' after his 
maiden victory. 

Still spitting out water and mun 
Howg said, almost apologetically, 
“I didn't do too much for him (Big 
Clint). He did it all by himself.” 

The youngster rode at such 
exotic spots as Prince George and 
Williams Lake last year. There he 
met Sonny O'Connell, leading 
trainer at Exhibition Park the last 
two years. O’Connell suggested 
Howg write him a letter. 

Howg wrote. O’Connell did not 
need an apprentice at the time. 


But Jimmy McDougal agreed to 
take the boy. He didn’t hit the 
saddle until Sandon. Wednesday 
he had his fourth ride. 

And his best. 

Hap Anderson, custodian of the 
jockeys’ room, said it for all the 
little men when he pumped Howg's 
hand: “Nice going’, son. Ride a 
million of them.’’

OF FARMING TELECOURSE 

Means of reducing risk and 
stabilizing . farm income will be 
stressed in the 1966 telecourse 
"This Business of Farming.” 

Produced by the CBC in co-oper¬ 
ation with the Alberta, Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba Departments of 
Agriculture, the program will be 
carried on CBC and affiliated TV 
stations from 10:30 to 11:30 every 
morning during the week of 
January 10-14. 

In addition to government and 
university personnel, many farm 
operators will make their appear¬ 
ance on "This Business of Farm¬ 
ing” again this year. A consider¬ 
able amount of the filming was 
done on a number of farms and 
the roles of the operators vary 
from brief appearances to fairly 
comprehensive commentaries o n 
their operations. More emphasis 
will be i>lac6fl Ofl SHlUlld fai Mis 
this year than has been done in 
the past but the same principles 
hold true for any type of farm. 

Monday’s program deals with 
farmstead planning from the point 
of view' of beautification • and 
labour conservation. Emphasis will 
be placed on such important fac¬ 
tors as convenience, wind direction, 
shelterbelts, tree planting, drain¬ 
age, water, snow drifting and 
roads. 

The Tuesday program will be 
devoted to wintering the beef herd. 
Among the topics discussed will be 
new ideas for fodder storage, feed 
requirements and ways to produce 
an ample feed supply. 

Wednesday will- feature the 
small farmer and opportunities 
that are open to him for increasing 
his income. Among those suggested 
ore expanding livestock enterprises, 
the use of credit to obtain an 
economic unit, off-farm alterna¬ 
tives, either full or part time, and 
custom work. 

Thursday’s program concentrates 
on the selection of enterprises 
which Offer the greatest income 
stability. 

On Friday, "This Business of 
Farming" will deal with business 
organization including partnerships, 
leases, minimizing risks, estate 
planning, wills, and so on. 

Several Alberta stations will pre¬ 
sent half hour local programs fol¬ 
lowing the main telecourse pro¬ 
grams. This will enable farmers 
and District Agriculturists to dis¬ 
cuss the program and local farm¬ 
ing methods.

Although the Vulcan CPR sta¬ 
tion Is closed In the normal sense 
of the operation to which patrons 
have been accustomed in past 
years, local agent Bill Babuk, 
above, is still at Vulcan with the 
railway company. Since it closed 
on Nov. 12 Bill has assumed the 
new appointment of Mobile Repre¬ 
sentative on the Aldersyde line 
and the family has been able to 
remain at Vulcan, much to their 
pleasure. 

In his new capacity Bill is In 
dally contact with the Lethbridge 
division which incidentally, is the 
first such centralization of CPR’s 
operation in Canada, and at pre¬ 
sent his duties take him out Into 


the Lomond, Armada area and 
along the Vulcan line as far as 
Midnapore.
